'There has been a petition cir- 


culated among sportsmen of Onei- 
da county to retain the One Buck 
Law. The majority of sportsmen 
are very much in favor of the law 
even though at one' time some of 
them were opposed to it. They will 
all admit that it has saved a great 
many lives but some do not seem 
to believe that it saves many deer. 
They hear so many exaggerated 
stories of dead does found in 
the 
woods but sportsmen who have 
hunted deer for man> years say 
there is no snow 19 track him with, 
that after a deer is wounded . and 
it is almost impossible to find him 
because he makes for the thickets 


, dying there. This alone will prove 
there are not as many dead 
does 


found in the woods as are report- 
ed.This law we realize is an incon- 
venience to the hunter who cares 
for nothing only to satisfy his de- 
sire to kill and therefore is strong- 
ly opposed to it There are twenty- 
six states in the "union that permit 
deer killing. Sixteen of these, (not 
including Wisconsin have the One 
Buck Law and say it is the best 
law ever adopted to preserve the 
lives of hunters and deer and do 
not believe in repealing it. 
This is what the state of \er- 


moat has to tell us.

York, seventeen deer which was re- 
leased in Finland and Bemington 
counties and protected by a closed 
season which 
continued 
for 
19 
years. In 1897 an open season was 
again given, and has. been contin- 
ued each year since that time. Tur- 
ing the 18 years which have since 
elapsed bucks only have been kill- 
ed, with the exception of 
years 


1900 and 1910 when an open sea- 
son for does was* granted, This 
open season in 1909-10 was 
given 


solely for the reason that deer had 
become too plentiful 
and it was 


deemed wise to reduce their num- 
bers. 
During these 18 years offi- 


cial figures show that 23,265 deer 
have been killed by sportsmen, or 
from 1897 to 1905 inclusive, 2855 
deer were killed. During the sec- 
ond half 20,410 deer were killed, 
an increase,of over 800 per 
cent. 
These figures prove that under a 
buck law, the deer increase in the 
woods at the same lime thai greater 
numbers are being taken by the 
hunters. The statement seems par- 
adoxical, but there can be co deny- 
ing the figures. It is ftiteresting to 
note also that during the first four 
years of the open season, or from 
1897 to 1900. inclusive, only 460 
deer were killed, an average of 115 
deer per year. This was the best 
that could be done after a 19 year 
closed season .During the last six 
years the number taken averaged 
2,763 deer per year. The greal in- 
crease in Vermont deer, Iherefore 
has laken place not under the pro- 
tection afforded by a closed season 
but under the buck law. 


Vermont, as stated before,, is the 


state which has given the buck law 
the longest lest. It is the only state 
in the union today which com- 
plains with reason of having too 
many deer. In proportion to its 
hunting area more deer are killed 
under a buck law than in any other 
state under any kind of law. The 
deer are also the heaviest and fin- 
est specimens of the Virginia deer 
to be found in Ihe Uniled States. 
Hunlhrg accidents are characteris- 
lically infrequenl and the kinds of 
accidents in which a man is shot 
at by mistake for a deer are almost 
unknown. • t 
'

Land;, Swamps and Blxek Soil 
If you buy a flower pot you will 


find there is a hole in the bottom 
of it. That hole must be there for 
some purpose. When you 
wafer 


your plant the water goes 
dowji 


through the soil and passes away 
through the hole. At the same time 
it leaves the soil loose and makes 
pores all through it. It also gives 
the air a chance to go through the 
soil or in other words, the 
soil 


can breathe. We surely know that 
anything that is alive will produce 
more than anything that is dead. 


Tile works the same way on un- 


tiled soil that the hole did in the 
flower pot. In the wet spring the 
water stands just below the plow 
furrow and cuts off the roots un- 
derneath the plants. All the nour- 
ishment the plant gets is from the 
side roots. If the year is dry, un- 
der the plow furrow the ground is 
hard and it is difficult for the roots 
to penetrate such 
soil . and they 


will spread out to the side and lay 
close to the top of the ground. With 
the. hot sun beating down, on them 
they soon wilt. If Ihe land is tiled 
then when the rain comes it goes 
down through Ihe ground and pass- 
es away underneath i- the fi!e.

Sample Ballot for Judicial Election 


INFORMATION TO VOTERS 


The following instructions are given for the information and guidance to voters: 
A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk 


which must have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other ballot can be used- Upon receiv- 
ing his ballot, the voter must'retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may 
inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to 
vote for.

A voter shall mark his ballot by making a cross or mark at the right of the name of the candidates for whom he intends 


to vote or by inserting or writing in the name of the candidate. 


If a voter wishes to vote for another person in place of a candidate whose name he has erased he may insert or write in 


the name of each person in one of the spaces in the blank column at the right. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, 


who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three in all shall be issued to any one voter. Five minutes' time is 
allowed in booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken 
into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been 
marked by the voter. 


After it is marked it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed indorsements and sig- 


natures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen- Then the voter should pass out of the booth or compartment, give 
his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass out of the voting 
place.

A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability he is un- 


able to mark his ballot, can have the assistance of one or twoelection officers in marking same.ito be chosen by the voter; 
and if lie declares that he is totally blind, he may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters 
of the county. The presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion as to such person's disability.
